not with threats and bluster. 
The necessity for producing facts will usually have a cleansing effect dn 
any mind. 
No man, honestly in search of the truth, ever gens angry. 
The side which begins calling hard nam es acquits thereby us lack of 
rguments. 
Sarcasm , billingsgate, in fe ctiv e and profanity are the refuges 
.f the man who h as no facts to support his assertions. 
Get acquainted with the opposition’s ideas, they may prove useful. 
Keep an open mind for the sake of your ow n mental health.

When New York ball players are 
discarded and shipped to other less 
prosperous clubs they have a way of 
saying that they have been trans­ 
ported down the river.
